ae HE development or evolution of the moving picture ‘en- 
eG terprise is the most rapid known of any modern or an-

planned construction and tasty decorations.

tions have become obsolete.

The house should represent a positive type, which could not 
be misunderstood, even if billboards and signs would not tell 
the story. | 

Decorative features must either be established by plastie or 
polychrome efforts. In other words, it must either be the sculptor 
er the painter who embellishes the walls and ceilings. Or this 
work must be done by both, as the best effects are obtained by the 
application of both branches of the decorative arts. : 

It takes color, however, to give the desired results, as form, 
unassisted by color, even when well conceived and executed, is 
not sufficient for the purpose. | 

Here, again, we meet with conditions which must not be over- 


looked. A mural painting, exposed to our atmosphere, our smoke, - 


our frosts, will soon become unssehtly and so we have to look for 
a material which gives us the desired color effect and also the 
durability. ) 

This material is HARD-BURNED FAIENCE. It may be fur- 
nished in any desired color scheme and in harmony with any 
selected style of architecture. Its texture is brilliant and never- 


changing, its durability and resistance to climatic and atmos-

walls, stucco or concrete. 


For the exterior, picturesque scenes, emblems or other motives 
may be selected. For the wainscots of the vestibules and lobbies, 
colored or decorated tile of substantial Faience will make a most

satisfactory veneer. The ordinary wall tile, while serviceable in 
private bathrooms, is hardly strong enough to resist the abuse 


of the great traffic in the entrance of moving picture theatres. 


Faience Mosaics are also much favored for application on 
walls. They are very decorative, easy to clean and reasonable in 
price. | 3 

The great variety of colors, the various features contained in 
the texture, the tessereae, ete., have made Faience tile a truly 
wonderful decorative medium. It may be applied in large or 
small units, 1t may be gay or subdued in color; it may be plain 
or elaborate in design. 

The appheation of richly-colored borders is especially appro- 
priate in the lobbies and corridors of a moving picture theatre. 
Such borders may be constructed of Faience Mosaic set in con- 
junction with larger tile, forming pleasing panel effects.

The floors of lobbies and aisles should also receive special at- 
tention. They should be sanitary, easy to keep clean and before 
all things they should not be slippery! | 

Highly-polished floors, or material which will become. too 
smooth by traffie should never be considered. 

The Flemish hand-made, unglazed tiling, designed in rather 
small units is by far the most satisfactory. It has a fine appear- 
ance, it is perfectly sanitary and it is positively non-slippery. 

It is, furthermore, very reasonable in cost. Decorative fea- 


tures, signs, ete., ean also be easily executed in these materials.
